Request for consideration does not place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

In the remarks on pgs. 6-10, the applicant contends that Garahi et al. in view of Csapo in 
further in view of Wirbel does not teach or suggest "ad-hoc back haul network" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Garahi et al. in view of Csapo in further in view of 
Wirbel teaches in ad hoc network, which includes 802.1 lx and 802. 16x access technology. 
Theses references read on the claim language of independent claims 1 and 15 as the 
communication points are claimed separately, and the points are not integrated together. 
Therefore the concept of an ad-hoc 2nd level backhaul network, using 802. 16x are taught by the 
combined references as rejected. 

In the remarks on pgs. 7, the applicant contends that Garahi et al. does not teach or 
suggest "two levels of ad-hoc mesh networks" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Garahi et al. teaches the concept of ad-hoc mesh network 
as claimed, the second level ad-hoc mesh network is defined to implement at least 802. 16x 
standard, which is taught by Wirbel. Wirbel teaches 802. 16x as a backhaul. 
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In the remarks on pgs. 9, the applicant contends that Garahi et al. does not teach or 
suggest "implementing the backhaul network utilizing an ad-hoc wireless mesh network with 
mobile nodes functioning as inter-mesh access points" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Garahi et al. teaches the concept of ad-hoc wireless 

network with inter-mesh access points as shown in figure 1, (IAP). Garahi et al. in view of Csapo 

in further in view of Wirbel teaches in ad hoc network, which includes 802. llx and 802. 16x 

access technology. Theses references read on the claim language of independent claims 1 and 15 

as the communication points are claimed separately, and the points are not integrated together. 

Therefore the concept of an ad-hoc 2nd level backhaul network, using 802. 16x are taught by the 

combined references as rejected. 
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
